DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-6, 1 0 and 1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Patents 
to Ishikawa et al. (US 5,662,766), Wang (US 5,782,403) and Tsujino (US 6,299,051) 
individually disclose an ultrasonic tool that includes a vibration exciter for generating a 
linear ultrasonic vibration and a converter for converting the linear vibrations into 
torsional vibrations, but fails to teach a bonding tool that is able to be incited to rotary 
vibrations about a tool axis of rotation, the tool axis of rotation being approximately 
coincident with a torsional axis of rotation of the converter and oriented approximately 
perpendicular to the contact surface of the substrate. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
